- is Mr, Detring, a’ German citizen, ‘There are 


two. German citizens in Ticntsin that appcal

is Detring and the other von. Hennecken. 
These two men are As/budsu (mysterious per- 
sons) whose doings have not been effaced from 
the memory of the Japanese ‘since the Japan- 
China War. Still, most of the Japanee do not 
know to what extent the influence of these two 
men is being exercised in Tientsin. Their 
influence is beyond imagination and their 
power is paramount in financial matters there, 
They have won the hearts of the Chinese high 
officials and their position is too much for the 
so-called Japanese advisors, 

The'action of the Germans in Tientsin is 
without precedent and by virtue of their infla- 
ence and taking advantage of their high posi- | 
tion the smuggling of munition of war is being 
freely cartied on. When we consider that such, 
action are practiced in the Customs under the 
supervision of Sir Robert Hart it is quite natue 
ral to suppose that in Manchuria and Mongolia 
where continental trade'is carried on, a similar 
stato of affairs exists, 

- "En the matter of Russia, the importation of 
arms in large numbers into Manchurian dis- 
tricts by the Chinese is prohibited, and while 
such’ conditions may not be considered in 
operation i¢ must not be assumed that they in 
any way add to the value of the Protocol, The 
adherence of the Japanese to the Protocal pro- 
hibiting the importation of munitions of war 
for a period of two yr ars, while others are reap: 
ing fabulous profits, must be regarded by other 
nations as passing strange. 

“ Germany, for iristance, is the power which 
has resorted to-the most drastic measure in 
exacting repiration against the barbarous ets | 
of the Chinese and sucha violatlon of the con- 
ditions of Peking Protocol as is here referred to 
is a clear proof that the restrictions-put on the 
importation of arms have no effect whatever, 
We tirge the Government to seize this opport- 
unity to suggest to the Powers that the clauses 


either annulled or rig.-rously enforced, There 
is anothér thing that calls for attention it is a 
fact that an arsenal is to be established in 
North China—and while the question 
as to the site is now under considera- 
tion, it is probable that it will be established in 
the province af Shantung. Does this simply 
imply that the establishment of such an arsenal 
in an open port would be disadvantageous in 
case of such an emergency, as China experi- 
enced during the siege of Tientsin, or is there 
some particular object behind it that we do not 
know about?

that our friend, Mr. Lewis Moore, would pull 
throuch his Jong illness (says the CAina Gasetle 
ofthe rith inst.) were dissipated this morning 
by the sad news that he had succumbed in the 
Nursing Home about 8 o'clock, We believe 
the immediate cause of his death was diabetes, 
for he survived the amputation of the lower 
part of his leg, which operation was successfully 
performed about ten weeks ago. Shanghai 
loses one of iis most prominent citizens by the 
death of “ Joe” Moore, as he was affectionately 
known by hostis of friends; while the Jewish 
community is made immensely poorer by 
his removal, No better hearted man ever 
came to the Far East. [It would take a} 
book to record his various good deeds and 
the muinifold fine qualities which endeared 
to all who knew him, and that 
means every one who was ever in Shanghai 
for the past thirty years. The deceased was a 
Londoner by -bitth and a member of a well- 
known Jewish family. He came to China in 
1861, and though he first went to Tientsin 
where he started in business, (and afterwards 
to Hongkong), he soon came to Shanghai 
where he virtually spent his life. He was for 
many years the chief of the Jewish’ communi- 
ty in Shanghai and the head of English 
Masonry here, being District Grand-Master 
for North China. The general public knew 
him best as the Chief Fogineer of the Shanghai 
Fire Brigade and as a loading auctioneer. He 
Joined the Deluge Company of the Brigade in 
1867 rapidly becoming Foreman, thon District 
Engineer of the English Settlement and 
finally, upon the retirement of Major Ashley, 
Chief Engineer of the whole Brigade, which 
post he held up to the time of his death. He 
was also one of the Presidents-of the Masonic 
Charity Fund and, in short, wherever good work 
was to be dane for the public without pay 
“Joo” Moore was always in the front rank. 
The Municipal flag and the flags over the Fire 
Signal Stations were half-masted to-day asa 
mark of respect to his:memory which will long 
be kept green by the recollection of his fine 
personality. The greatest sympathy will be felt 
Bel bis widow and daughter in their irreparable 
oss. 
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THE KWANGSI REBELLION. 


| (From Our Own Correspondent.) 


: : " Canton, 13th February. 

Atteliable person just arrived from the ‘in-- 
terior informs me that the rebels are infesting 
the neighbourhoods of Nanning and. Kweilin, 
and that they already hold the’ principal towns 
in the districts. -Those who do not oppose ‘or 
resist their regulations are treated with con- 
sideration, while volunteer fighting men are 
-well paid, The followers of the rebel standard 
are consequently fast increasing, and most of 
the important roads and passes areheldbythem. 
+A large sum of money must be backing the 
‘movement, and it is no secret that several 
members of the {mperial forces have found 
better paymasters by transferring to the out- 
law side. Moreover,my informant tells me, 
the rebels are well equipped with Mausers, 
Winchesters, and not a few Mannilichers, 
The officially reported victories are nat only 
untrue, but. the very reverse of the actual 
position. The Imperialists have been obliged 
to retreat on Wuchow, One one occasion 
some 700 soldiers retired before about filty of 
the rebel gang, and itis a startling truth that 
the military expeditions have not gained a 
singie important success, The Governor of 
Waichow has applied ta the Vicefay~for 
‘troops, which have been despatched). The 
official order is thit rebels and outlaws are to 
he executed at once, Trade in the disturbed 
area is se-iously crippled. 

News was-received in Canton on the 31st 
ulto, to the effect thatthe rebels in Kwangsi 
had seized the important town of Lui-chow, 
besides other minor places, ‘The Imperial 
troops sent to suppress the rising were mot of 
much use, and the Acting Vicétoy, Tak Sow, 
dispatched two more battalions, under the joint 
command of General Tung Sui Nam and 
Brigadier Ng Cheong Yan. Lui-chow is a 
flourishing town in the heart of Kwangsi pro- 
vince, and the chief centre-of trade after Kwelin 
and Ping To.

He stated that he cannot 
tell anything about the arrangement of the 
subordinate ‘places in his consulate, and that 
nothing has been settled. Harry Hobbins, of 
Madison, who was the general’s vice-consul at 
Havana, was in the city in conference with his 
chief. It has been reported that he has-re- 
ceived the appointment of vice-consulto Hong- 
kong, but he said aa he was leaving that he 
could not tell whether or not he will accompany 
the general to China in his former capacity. ... 
Mrs. Bragg will accompany the general to 
China, and their residence at Fond du Lac will 
be left in charge of a caretaker.
